FARM TALK ON 


KILLING GERMS 


Hessian Flies Can Be] Exterminated, 


if More Care Is Taken in 


the Fall. 


Professor D. Alton 
Saunders, of 


the department of botany and ento- 
mology of tlio South Dakota Agricul- 
tural college writes as follows; 


"Unusually heavy 
damages have 


bren caiL-iod tin; present season 
to 


tin; wheat fields of South Dakota by 
the Hessian Ily. assisted In some lo- 
calities by the wheat stem maggot 
and In others by thu grain aphis or 
grain plant louse. 


"For 
several year.* more or less 


damage has boon caused by the HVs- 
flan Ily. 
The Insert Is so 
small 


that usually the damage it does Is 
laid to rust. .Irought or other caus- 
es. 
The resting place of a Hessian 


fly Is a small dnrk body about the 
size- of a ll:ix seed, and Is found in- 
side tin; leaf shenf of the wheat near 
the lower nodes or joints. 
The In- 


sect lives over the winter In 
tin; 


wheat straw and In the spring emer- 
ges as a Ily. which lays its eggs on 
the young growing wheat and soon 
dies. These eggrt hatch Into 
small 


white maggots or grubs, which feed 
upon the stem of tiie wheat 
until 


they pass Into the resting 
stage. 


The following suggestions of 
Pro- 


fessor WSishbiirn should bo carefully 
followed: 


"Hum the stubble when possible. 


This Is particularly desirable when, 
from any reason, shallow plowing la 
unavoidable. 
If the stubble Is loft 


long It will burn easier. 
Some far- 


mers are willing to go to the trouble 
of spreading straw from thrashing 
over the stubble, thus Insuring the 
burning and at the same time get- 
ting rid of some 'ilaxseeds,' 
whlcii 


may have lodged on the surface of 
the straw pile at the time of thrash- 
ing. 


Should plow Deep 


"Fall plowing of the stubble 
In 


such a way that the straw is com- 
pletely turned over. 


"All 
HeieoiilnSHi and Utter about 


the thrashing machine 
should 
be 


cleaned up and either fed immediate- 
ly or burned, leaving no litter from 
the thrashing on the Hold. 
There 


Is no absolute need of burning the 
straw pile. The Hies e.nerging from 
'Hax seed' in the center of the pile 
will never reach the surface. 


"Since the fly lays Its eggs, as a 


rule, near the locality 
where 
it 


emerges, from the 'flax seed' it Is 
best, not to plant wheat on the same 
ground two years 
In 
succession' 


where rotation Is possible. 
Varliv 


tles of wheat that produce n stout 
stalk are the least affected by the 
pest. 


"Co-operation Is absolutely neces- 


sary, for however careful one man 
may be. if his neighbor IH not equal- 
ly so. the latter's Held will afford a 
supply of the pest for the former. 
Since this pest Issues from the '(lax 
seed' early In Slay, a Ktubble field 
left for corn land and not plowed tip 
to the Kith of May has probably dis- 
charged its quota of lllea ready for 
mischief before plowing." 


There are also several parasites 


that help to keep the Hessian 
Ily 


In check. 
They are very small files 


that lay their eggs on tlui "flaxseed" 
stage of the fly. 
The eggs hatcii 


Into a minute grub which feeds 
on 


the resting stage of the Kesslan fly.

Set Asido Part of Each Year's In- 


come for the Use of Tem- 


ples. 


We are now approaching the end 


of our 
Inquiries 
from 
nou-blblcal 


sources, respecting. Pagan tithe-glv- 
Ing, and we proceed to ask how far 
thi) practice 
obtained among the 


Romans, and some few other Pagan 
nations of ancient Europe. 


As with the Greeks. 
so with the 


subjects of Koine, we are able 
to 


trace the customs to their earlle.it 
or legendary history. 
Il'erculos Is 


the god moat frequently mentioned 
among them. 
as the 
receiver of 


tithes. 
He was one of their chief, 


and must ancient deities; 
Ills rites, 


• s l.lvy .testHies, having been llrst 
taken Into 
use by 
Romulus, who 


founded Rome (some say U. C. 7511.) 
Soon afterwards 
we come to the 


legendary king of Rome, Tarqulnlus 
Prisciis (Clii-uTS H. C.). who having 
taken Stiessa. is said to have paid 
a tithe, of. at least -100 talents 
of 


silver, to the gods In general. Later, 
that Is about -ir.S H. C. we aro told 
of another legendary iiero. Marelus 
Coriolamts, \vlio would not distribute) 
his spoils to the soldiers till lie had 
llrst deducted that whlcii was sacred 
to the gods; and so likewise Marelus 
llorattus, afler bis victory over the 
tiablnes, first 
M>parated 
whatever 


was to lie dedicated to tho gods. 


An Incident. 


Next In order of time, 
perhaps, 


fchouul be 
mentioned 
an incident 


which speaks volumes for the rever- 
ence and sacredno.-s with whlcii the 
payment of tithes was regarded

Lucius Valerius, Lucius 
Sorglus, 


and Aulus Manllus, being sent In a 
ship of war to carry the golden bowl 
to Delphi!, were Intercepted 
by the 


pirates of the Llparensos, and cur- 
ried to Llpara. 
Upon this the chief 


magistrate, reverencing tho name of 
ambassadors, and the offering, 
and 


tne god to whom It was sent, and 
and the cause of tho offering. Impres- 
sed tiio multitude also with a sense 
of rcllgoiiri justice; and after having 
brought the ambassadors to a public 
entertainment, osoottod ' them with 
the protection of ships 
to Delphi, 


and from thence brought them back 
in safety to Rome. 


Given Dictators. 


We have Instances of tithes being

Plutarch 


says the people were feasted In con- 
r.ectlng wltii tho dedication of his 
tenths to Hercules. 


Lucius Mummlus. the Roman con- 


sul who captured Cornlth and com- 
pleted the- Roman conquest of Greece 
IKi H. C..

ens Semlpater. and
